THERE  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  on  the  In-Patients  treated 
at  the  above  Hospital  for  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1928,  but  a  slight 
decrease  in  Out-Patients.

STAFF. — We  are  glad  to  state  that  Sister  Walker’s  health  has  been 
maintained,  and  the  Hospital  has  had  the  benefit  of  her  umnterupted 
valuable  services  for  the  whole  year.  The  House  Committee  feel  strong¬ 
ly  that  good  food  is  a  most  valuable  asset  in  the  recovery  of  a  Patient  ; 
and  it  is  a  pleasure  and  satisfaction  to  them  to  get  testimony  from  many 
Patients  as  to  the  excellence  of  this  in  our  little  Hospital.  Nurse 
Ceridwen  Edwards  is,  to  our  great  regret,  leaving  for  further  experience. 
She  has  given  splendid  service  during  her  years  at  the  Madoc  Hospital, 
and  has  added  to  our  indebtedness  to  her  by  staying  on  many  extra 
months  to  oblige  the  Committee.  The  work  of  the  two  Probationers, 
Nurse  Florence  Edwards  and  Nurse  Eluned  Pritchard,  is  also  highly 
satisfactory. 

AMBLTLANCE. — With  the  cordial  co-operation  of  the  Employers  at 
the  various  Works,  Quarries  and  Wharves,  an  Ambulance  has  been 
obtained  for  the  District  through  the  Order  of  St.  John  of  Jerusalem. 
It  is  stationed  at  the  Works  of  Messrs.  Cooke’s  Explosives,  Ltd.,  by  kind 
permission  of  the  owners  ;  and  is  in  the  care  of  the  Penrhyndeudraeth 
St.  John’s  Ambulance  Brigade.  A  Joint  Committee  representing  this 
Brigade,  Portmadoc  Town  Brigade,  and  the  Madoc  Memorial  Hospital, 
is  responsible  for  the  finances,  and  for  drawing  up  Rules  and  Regulations 
for  the  use  of  the  Ambulance.  Great  assistance  in  all  the  preliminary 
work  wras  rendered  by  Mr.  F.  Pope,  of  Cooke’s  Explosives,  Ltd.,  and  by 
Mr.  E.  W.  Key,  of  the  Minffordd  Quarry  ;  Pwllheli  Granite  Co.;  and  the 
Executive  Committee  much  regret  that  the  former  is  leaving  the  District, 
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and  that  his  ready  help  will  not  be  available  in  the  future.  The  Am¬ 
bulance  can  be  obtained  by  applying  to  the  Police  Station,  Penrhyn- 
deudraeth, — 'Phone  22,  and  a  copy  of  Rules  and  Charges  from  Mr.  J.  E. 
Jones,  Hon.  Sec.  Ambulance  Brigade,  3  Caerffynnon  Terrace,  Penrhyn- 
deudraeth. 

EMPLOYEES’  WEEKLY  CONTRIBUTIONS.— Mainly  through 
the  exertions  of  Mr.  W.  G.  Williams,  Hon.  Treasurer,  more  Quarries 
and  Works  are  contributing  under  the  Scheme  this  year,  and  the  income 
is  a  most  substantial  help  to  the  maintenance  of  the  Hospital.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  Executive  Committee  have  been  able  to  extend  the 
benefits  to  include  Free  Operations  at  the  Madoc  Hospital,  and  free  X 
Ray  Treatment  at  Bangor  Infirmary  (exclusive  of  Railway  Fare). 

The  following  Surgeons  : — Dr.  J.  E.  Thomas,  Bangor  ;  Dr.  Griffith 
Evans,  Caernarvon  ;  and  Dr.  Hilton  Parry,  Caernarvon,  have  gener¬ 
ously  promised  their  services  at  the  Madoc  Hospital  for  Contributors, 
their  wives,  and  children  up  to  16  years  of  age,  for  a  fixed  fee  which  will 
be  paid  by  the  Executive  Committee.  It  would  be  an  immense  benefit 
to  the  residents  in  the  District  if  a  Hospital  Association  could 
be  formed  on  the  same  basis  for  all  whose  incomes  are  under  a  certain 
sum  per  annum, 

BUILDING. — The  Executive  Committee  have  given  many  hours  of 
anxious  thought  and  discussion  to  this  subject.  It  is  felt  that  an  en¬ 
tirely  new  Hospital  is  more  than  the  small  community  served  can 
afford  at  the  present  moment.  Mr.  Clough  Williams-Ellis  most  kindly 
gave  time  to  consider  the  possibilities  of  the  present  site,  and  gave  such 
valuable  suggestions,  that  the  Executive  Committee  resolved  to  engage 
an  Architect  to  plan  considerable  extension  on  the  present  site  under 
a  specified  sum  to  be  expended.  Mr.  R.  D.  Jones,  A.R.I.B.A.,A.M.T.P.I, 
was  appointed,  and  has  sent  in  plans.  But  the  matter  is  still  in  course 
of  preparation  by  the  Building  Committee,  and  it  will  be  July  before 
the  full  report  is  ready  and  the  decision  can  be  made.  The  Chairman 
of  the  Executive  Committee  explained  the  position  as  to  building  a  new 
Hospital  to  Mrs.  Richard  Griffith,  as  the  late  Dr.  Richard  Griffith  had 
so  generously  provided  a  site.  Mrs.  Griffith  entirely  sympathised  with 
the  view  of  putting  a  burden  on  the  District  greater  than  it  could  bear, 
but  will  carry  out  the  late  Dr.  Griffith’s  wishes  by  presenting  the  site 
to  the  Hospital  Committee  as  a  Gift  in  Memory  of  her  husband.  All 
deeply  appreciate  this  kind  action,  and  we  tender  her  the  grateful  thanks 
of  the  Committee  and  Subscribers.
